New York, September 27.—Reflect- 
ing the reaction against bone-dry pro- 
hibition in these parts the republican 
party of New York tonight adopted 
a platform too wet for the republican 
bone-drys to stand on. This action 
definitely divorces the republican par- 
ty from the Anti-Saloon league which 
is organizing a dry bolt from the 
G. O. P. 

Bhe platform. which was adopted 
unanimously declares for enforcement 
of national prohibition so lofig as it 
remains law but commends to the 
voters th. referendum on the question 
of modification so as to permit indi- 
vidual] states to define intoxicating 
liquor. The drys are satisfied with 
the indorsement declaration but ecan- 
not abide reference to the referendum 
which they concede will go against 
bone-dry prohibition.

Thought in the Eighteenth Century” 
(Volume I, p. S87) Sir Leslie says of 
the deists: “They are but a ragged 
regiment, whose whole ammunition of 
learning was a trifle when compared 
with the abundant stores of a single 
light of orthodoxy; whilst in specula- 
tive ability most of them were chil- 
dren by the side of their ablest antag- 
onists.”’ 

This was the dispassionate verdict 
of a liberal thinker who acknowledged 
allegiance to no church.

Chicago, September 27.—(/)—Offer- 
ings in the wheat pit today proved 
to be extra light, and traders who 
were short had to bid prices up to get 
the grain. Talk of reduction of crop 


estimates in Canada accompanied a 
sharp falling off in Canadian market- 
ing of wheat. Closing quotations on 
wheat were firm, 3.4 to 11-4¢ net 
higher, corn unchanged to 3-4c off, 
and oats-1-8 to 3-Se down, and provi- 
sions unchanged to 45 cents up. 

According to advices received, here 
today. country marketing of wheat in 
Canada amounted to only 1,427,811 
bushels, against 5.373.000 bushels the 
corresponding day a vear ago. Fur- 
thermore, today’s estimated receipts 
at Winnipeg totaled but 330. ears, 
compared with S40 cars a year back. 
Attention to large clearances of wheat 
and flour of late from the United 
States and notice of the rapid way in 
which Europe is taking wheat off the 
ocean tended also to lift values. 

A further development to which sig- 
nificance attached was the fact that 
today’s 2.045.000 bushel increase of 
the United:States visible wheat sup- 
nly turned out to be almost 1.000.000 
bushels than had been looked for. 

Corn and oats weakened as a re 
sult of there heing no material acces- 
sion of buving orders despite a fur- 
ther spread of frost.
